Redericke Duke of Saxony had certaine woods 
neare adiuyning vnto Wigtenberg , whici: had 

bene ſometimes purchaſed by his progenitors, 

Anhalaine mother of thole Princcs of that name, 

who then liued(being wile & a good Oceconomilt) 

rcquired thole woods to be reſtored vato her, be- 
cautc they had bene atthe firſt but mortgaged. The 

Duke althcugh it was very hard for him to depart 

with the woods, inſomuch as he had rather haue 

giuen more mony for them, then to haue forgone 

them(in reſpeR thatthe price ot woods did then 
daily increaſe) yet he would by no meanes vexe or 
diſquiet:that moſt honeſt Matron,or hold her long 
in ſuſpence: And therfore albeit he had counlell & 
prerextes propounded vnto him,hovwy by a ſhew of 
right he might retaine them, yet he would by no 
meanes burthen his conſcience, by admitting of a- 
ny of the ſayd pretcxtes for the retaining of them : 

and ſuch washis integrity , as that he willingly re- 
ſtored the ſame to the houſe of the Anhalawes.
